Leeway On Late Work Given

New Rule 


Entrance Requirements Are 
Outlined At Meeting 


That honor students will be exempt 
from the regular rule of being 
“marked down” on late work turn- 
ed in, was voted by teachers in the 
faculty meeting Monday. Full credit 
will be given, even though the work 
is late, but all absences will not be 
excused, the teachers voted. Honor 
students will also be allowed to take 
as many units as they feel they can 
carry. 

Plans were also made to confer an 
A. A. degree in the Santa Ana jun- 
ior college. The commercial depart- 
ment students are to be granted cer- 
tificates on completion and recom- 
mendation of their work. Plans for 
commencement exercises, to be held 
on Wednesday, June 10, were also 
discussed.

American” division_of the Na- 
tional Scholastic Press associ- 
ation contest, it was learned 
this week when word was re- 
ceived from the organization 
concerning awards. The “All 
American” division is the high- 
est rating possible to obtain. 

Four consecutive issues of 
the local paper were entered in 
the junior college and normal 
school division of the competi- 
tion. El Don scored 800 points 
out of a possible 1,000. This is 
the first time the local college 
paper has been entered in the 
national contest and_ school 
officials expressed their delight 
that El Don would receive such 
recognition. : 

Edward M. Johnson,  chair- 
man of the department of jour- 
nalism at the University of 
Minnesota, was the head of the 
committee of the national as- 
sociation who did the judging. 
The issues of December 3 and 
10 and January 7 and 14 were 
sent in. Of a possible total 


score of 1,000, El Don scored 
800 points.

Society did not always support 
the schools—indeed it was not until half century ago that the 
principle of free public schools was generally accepted in this 
country, and even now schools are not entirely free in some 


states. 


In a democracy such as ours education is the greatest of 
all state undertakings for the national welfare. The troubles 
which beset a “dmocracy” without univrsay public education 


can easily be seen by looking to our southern neighbors.

should constantly be cognizant of the conception of freedom 
guided by law, the difference between liberty and license, the 
necessity of shouldering our share of civic and social responsi- 
bility and-the importance of the homely virtue of faithfulness 
to duty, truth, and honor in maintaining and carrying on a gov- 
ernment of, by, and for all the people: 

Of peculiar significance to the student in a public college 
is his responsibility for leadership in civic and social affairs. 
Unless colleges—our college—instill into the: lives of its stu- 
dents a sense of personal righteousness, an impelling urge to in- 
sist upon and to dedicate oneself to the task of progressing to- 
ward the goal of justice, fair-dealing, sympathy, and equal op- 
portunity for all of God’s people it will fail in the very task for

oil well was 
near Whittier, 


being excavated

the bones of a large mastodon 
were. discovered. The Fullerton 
junior college historical goelogy

and summoned to finish exca- 


vating the remains of the giant 


mammal which would exceed 
the size of the modern ele- 
phant. In excavating such a 
specimen care must be taken in 
order to keep the bones from 
crumbling. 

Tusks and other bones were 
found which are characteristic 
of this type of. mammal which 
roamed these areas compara- 
tively recent as compared to the 
table of geologic time.

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| EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Ticket Sale Proposals . 


Without doubt some change*will be made in the present 
plan for the sale of student tickets. Possibly the question will 
be put before the students in the form of a referendum. 

If the change is made all aspects of the question should be 
investigated, therefore, it'is the duty of every student to con- 
ssider the number of proposals that have been offered to remedy 
numerous ineligibilities which are declared to have resulted 
from the plan used during the past semester. 


Although no advertisement has been given the problem, 
numerous exceptions have had to be made during the past 
semester to the eligibility rules of the Associated Students. 
These exceptions, it is said, have had to be made because of 
the fact that students at the beginning of the semester have not 
believed that they would enter any activities of the school, ath- 
letic or otherwise. 

There has been some criticism and discussion on the pre- 
sent system of handling the sale of Associated Student tickets. 
Some favor compulsory tickets on one extreme, others are satis- 
fied with the voluntary ticket now in effect and the rest vary 
on the intermediate types. 

If a change is to be made, all aspects of the questions should 
be investigated. With this in mind, a few plans and suggestions 
have been presented below, subject to criticism, change or 
adoption. Any action should be taken as soon as possible so 
that the work of planning the budget for next year can be com- 
pleted more efficiently and quickly. 

The proposals follow, look them over. 

1—The present plan of an Associated Student ticket, sell- 
‘ing for $8.50 (this amount can be changed to suit conditions), 
which gives the holder admittance to all confernc athletic con- 
tests, one copy of Del Ano in June, El] Don every week, admit- 
tance to a majority of college social functions, debating and the 
right to vote. A student must buy a ticket to represent the col- 
lege in any way or hold a major office. Tickets for students who 
enter at the second semester are sold for $4.25 (vairable) which 
includes Del Ano, El Don and the remaining athltic and de- 
bating contests. 

2—A compulsory ticket, payable at registration. Cost 
would probably be determined by a pro-rated cost of activities 
(total budget divided by number of students}, which is esti- 
mated to b between $5 and 6. Ticket gives all privileges of 
Plan 1. Ticket is good all year with second semester tickets for 
new students being sold at registration for a little more than 
half price. This plan, if adopted, would have to be in the form 
of a recommendation to the faculty for backing and permission, 
since the compulsory idea is technically illegal. 

3.—Same plan as No. 2 with no reduction for second se- 
mester tickets. 

4—A compulsory ticket for every student participating in 
activities. Gives all privilegs and any studnt belongin to any 
club, paper staff, athletic team, etc. must have a ticket. Essen- 
tially the same as Plan 2 with exception that special students 
or these with ne college intrests do not buy tickets. Cost would 
be slightly more than Plan 2. This plan would need only stu-. 
dent approval and is legally correet. Students buying ticket in 
February will pay a slight penalty unless they enter new, in 
which case the cost will be half. 

5—A voluntary one semester ticket (or a compulsory one 
semester ticket.) The first semester would give football and bas- 
ketball, El] Don socials and permission to represent the college. 
The second semester would give Del Ano, El Don, remaining 
athletics, debating, socials, and permission to represent the 
school. In this plan, the cost to the student for the two semes- 
ters would either be made in two equal payments or divided in 
proportion to the value received. Such a plan would probably 
require two budgets a year, one for each semester.
